It was indicated that he was well-liked and received 
three to four thousand dollars annual s alary ♦ ‘ His wife was 
listed as a free-lance writer* A credit report from New York 
City in January, 1950 reflected* that the Subject was a free- 
lance writer for the New Yorker magazine and had been with 
this magazine for a number of years. His income was reported 
to exceed five thousand dollars annually. '•

the New Yorker magazine at 25 West 43rd St. , New York City. 

T-l also advised that he had been informed that Subject *s

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Judge EARL H. JAGOE, Judge of Probate in Westport, advised 
that he was not acquainted with the Subject* 

JOSEPH COLGAN, druggist. State St*, Westport, advised that 
he was not acquainted with the Subject* 

T-2, of known reliability, advised that he had never heard 
of the Subject in connection with any subversive activities 
in Westport. He did state, however, that the Subject re- 
ceives numerous books though the mail and most of these books 
are from England. He had no knowledge as to what type of 
books the Subject received. 

Mr* & Mrs* ERNEST POLLIEN, Oronoke Section, Westport, Conn., 
advised that they are the landlord and landlady of the Sub- ' 
ject and the Subject is renting their place on Indian Hill 
Road. They stated that they understood the Subject is a 
writer for the New Yorker magazine and his wife is a writer 
of Children^, books. They further advised that the Subject 
and his wife have a tremendous number of books in their home 
and have bookcases all around the house. They were unable 
to state as to what type of books are maintained in the Sub- 
jects library. Mr. POLLIBN advised that in so far as he 
could determine the Subject had no specific purpose in 
locating in the Westport area, other than the desire to be 
near New York City. 

He advised that the Subject is not friendly and does not 
mix in any activities in the Westport area. He stated that 
he has invited the HYMAN* S on various occasions to attend 
functions in the community, but that they have never atten- 
ded any of these functions. 

Mr. POLLIEN further stated that he knew nothing of political 
beliefs- or activities of the Subject and stated that he knew 
of no one in particular with whom the Subject was friendly 
in Westport. He stated that most of the Subject’s friends 
or visitors at his -home seem to come from New York. None 
of these visitors are known to Mr. POLLIEN. Both Mr. and 
Mrs. POLLIEN advised that in any conversations they have 
had with the Subject, there has been nothing said that would 
indicate that the Subject is unAmerican or connected with 
subversive activities. 

On 5-29-51 T-3 advised that the Subject was not known to him. • 
The informant made inquiries of several noted artists and

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and writers in the Westport area and advised that the Sub- 
ject was not known to any of the individuals he had con- 
tacted* 

T-3 advised that he would make further inquiries through his 
contacts to attempt to obtain some information concerning 
the Subject* s associates. 

Mrs, MARGARET GRISWOLD, recorder, Bennington College, ad- 
vised that she knew the Subject during the year that he 
served as a part-time instructor at Bennington College. 

She stated that although she did not like either the Sub- 
ject or his wife personally, she never observed any indi- 
cation of disloyal activities or disloyal associations on 
the part of the Subject or his wife. She. stated that she 
never bfeard any indication that the Subject was a member of 
the Communist Party while a resident at North Bennington 
and a teacher at Bennington College. 

T-V advised that he knew the Subject as a resident of North 
Bennington, Vermont for approximately b years between 19*+5 
and 19^9. He stated that he had never observed any Commu- 
nist Party, activities, nor heard any pro-Communist state- 
ments on the part of the Subject while he was a resident 
of North Bennington. He stated he had no reason to question 
the loyalty, associations or nationalistic tendencies of 
the Subject. 

Professor ROBERT WOODWORTH, Bennington College, who resides 
at North Bennington, stated that he associated socially with, 
to a small degree, the Subject, both on the college campus 
and as a fellow resident of the Subject at North Bennington 
for approximately four years. WOODWORTH stated that he 
intensely disliked the Subject personally, but that he could \ 
truthfully say that he never observed any indication of 
Communist Party membership or Communist Party activities on 
the part of the Subject while he was a resident of North 
Bennington and while he was an instructor at Bennington, 

College. 

On 6-8-51 T-3 advised that he had made inquiries among his 
friends in the writing circles and that he had ascertained 
that the Subject was a member of the Authors Guild. He ad- 
vised that he could not obtain any information concernin g 
the Subject*s background or activities. 

Mr. STEWART HYDE HAWKINS of Kettle Creek Road, Westport, Conn., 
advised that he had met the Subject at a few meetfcgs a number 
of years ago when he (Mr. HAWKINS) was a member of the Radio 
Writers Guild. He said he could give no information concerning

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the Subject’s political feelings as he did not feel that he 
was well enough acquainted with the Subject to comment on 


He stated, however, that he had been present at a meeting 
of the Radio Writers Guild and only a certain few members 
had been called to attend the meeting* He recalled that at 
this meeting a discussion was held concerning the number of 
Communists that seemed to be getting into the Radio Writers 
Guild* It was his thought that-* he* the Subject, would not 
have been present at this meeting if it was not felt by those 
who called the meeting that he was anti-Communist. 

te'. HAMILTON- BASSO, Valley Eorge Jload, Weston, Conn*, advised 
that he knew the Subject only very, very slightly. He sta- 
ted that he had only conversed with the Subject for about 20 
minutes throughout the period. of time that he knew *e Subject. 
He advised that he formerly was. employed In New York at the 
New Yorker magazine and during 'the period of this employment, 
he had mettthe subject on a few occasions. 

^ r * stated that he could furnish no further information 

regarding the Subject’s background or present activities. 
However, he did stated that he has never had any reason to 
question the Subject’s loyalty to the United States. 

Patrolman SAM LUCIANO, Westport Police Department, advised 
that he was present at the Subject’s ho#e when the latter 
was moving in. LUCIANO was at that time checking on some 
refuse that had been found in the road. He stated that he 
spoke with the Subject and at the time the Subject mentioned 
he had thousands of books and would have to build shelves 
taem in the home in order to make room for the library. 
LUCIANO stated that the Subject did not mention the type * 
of books that he had in the library.

In the absence of derogatory information at North Bennington, Vermont, 
relative to the subject, 'no lead is> being set out for the Albany .Office 
to review the, subject’s records at 'Syracuse University, Syracuse, N.Y. 
and the setting out of any leads to review such records or to conduct 
investigation at Syracuse University,, is being left to the discretion -of 
the office ‘of origin.. 

Two copies of this report are ‘being- designated for the New York Office 
since tlie New York Office has pending investigation in this case and since 
the subject has been employed in that city for- a number of years.
